Some time before the hanging Jacks 
sent the following letter to Jailer 
Whitman: 

"Please do not let say of the elergy 
in to see me. If I. an Innocent man, 
be hanged without the right to have 
the highest court in the land pass upon 
my case, wMoh la all prepared, at great 
eapeaae to nyaelf aad labor to my 
friends; It I am refuaed this right 

which every man Is entitled to, thsre 
certainly can be no God above ua, and 
In that case the clergy can do no good. 
So pleaae do not allow any to see me." 
Jacks waa convicted of tbe murder of 
Andrew J. McGhee, an aged oolleotor 
and solicitor, whom Jacks, assisted by 
William J. Willows, now serving 14 
yeara for complicity In the crime, de- 
eoyed Inta an apartmeal haosa cm Ia> 
diana aveaaa for tha parpoaa <4 lab- 
bery. 

Jacks held a long criminal record. 
When chief of police of the Michigan 
city, he also held the position of depu- 
ty United Statea marshal, and waa a 
member of tha firs depa rtm ent 

While holding these ofHclal positions 
be committed a long series of bur- 
glariee, for which he waa finally con- 
victed and sentenced (a tbe ICIchlcaa 
penitentiary tot five years. Upon his 
release he came to Chicago and return- 
ed to bis old mode of living. Jccks 
was on bonds for burglary when he 
waa arrested on the charge of murder. 

Just before gohif to the seaMd 
Jacks, notwithstaading his rerasrksble 
letter, consented to be accompanied by 
a priest. On the way to the scaffold 
Jacks repeated aloud after the priest 
tbe prayers which the priest voiced. 
Jacka was very much agitated. 

Druggan was co&vlcted of t^e mur- 
der of Robert F. Gudgeoa, a saloon- 
keeper, whom he attempted to rob.

The tendency to enlargement in the 
marketing of hogs has been somewhat 
checked the past week. ItlTestem killings 
have been 335,000 head, compared with 
390,000 head the preceding week and 
360,000 bead two weeks ag(^ For oorre- 
Hf)on(ling time last year the number was 
300,000 head. From March 1 tbe toUl is 
18,63S.000 head, against 10,815.000 head a 
year ago, an increaM d 1,820,000. The 
quality has been generally fair, and to 
considerable extent good for the time of 
year. Prices have averaged lower than 
the preceding week, closing somewhat 
above the average, but 5c. and 10c. per 
100 pounds lower than a week ago. 

There are some indications that the 
marketable supply of hogs now available 
is pretty closely disposed of, and that 
while an abandaneo of young stock is in 
sight there is no probability of a surpris- 
ing namber to appear in market in the 
near fotaro. There is some increase in 
reported prevalence of maladies among 
swine, but the extent of such conditions 
at this season of tbe year is not onuaual. 

The exhibit of stocks of our meats at 
the four centers making returns indicates 
a decrease of 58,500,000 pounds in the 
stocks of meats at these large centers for 
tbe month, compared with a decrease o 
40,(100,000 pounds last year, when the 
manufacture of products was 10 per cent 
smaller than the post month. 

There has been considerable firmness 
in tbe provision market tbe past yeek 
and ofosing valnoo of loading artidoo of 
product are somewhat higher than 
week ago. The current distribution has 
been quite liberal, but speculative sent! 
ment has not enlarged to a notable ex- 
tent.
